Twenty-seven switchmen in the employ of

Yesterday afternoon Supefintendent Ams- 
den took a crew of men tothe Stock-Yards. 
Just reaching there the men quit and 
left their engines standing on the track. Some 
time afterward another crew was started, but 
abandoned the engines at Forty-third street. 
When the night shift came to go to work 
they learned that Superintendent Amsden had 
distharged all the men who had left their en- 

es. They immediately called a meeting 
gd the men in the yards at Twelfth street, 


Forty- third street, and Englewood walked out 


ipa body. A general meeting was called, to 
be held at the corner of Sixty-third 
street and Indiana avenue, and a 
communication was drawn up and addressed 
to Superintendent Amsden, in which it was 
stated that the men would return to work 
when those who had been discharged were re- 
instated. To this communication Superin- 
tendent Amsden replied that the men had 
been discharged for refusing to perform their 
duties. On the receipt of this news the strike 
was declared. 

When the officials of the road were intormed 
of the strike they applied to the police for pro- 
tection at the yards, as they feared that 
the strikers would attempt to interfere 
with the work by spiking the switches 
or otherwise causing some delay. A squad of 


al policemen was sent to each of the yards, but 


found nothing to do, as the men remained 
quiet and attempted no violence.

After all got through Vice-Grand Master 
John Downey took the floor and made quite a 
lengthy speech, full of wholesale truth. He 
promised to use plain English and did so. 

“The whole matter hinges on the question, 
‘switeh or not switch,’ ’’ he began. 

“Good boy, we're wid ye, shouted those 
who were nearest, 


tell you that right now,“ retorted Downey. 
Then he went on to tell them that the tail 
should not wag the dog, that 100 men should 
not run 1,200. It was better to cut the tail 
off. He showed how the Stock-Yards men had 
not complied with the rules of the 
Mutual Aid Association and that it was 
foolish to make laws to break them. If the 
switchmen on the other roads refused to go 
into the Stock-Yards they would be dis- 
charged and a general strike would follow. 
He referred to the large number of unem- 
ployed men who would be ready to take the 
places of the strikers. 

“Tam heartily in favor of the switchmen 
getting more wages, he said, but I don’t 
want to go into any lost cause. 

As to the C. and A. men, we told them 
some time ago that we might do some- 
thing for them. If they would bring 
up the matter according to the rules 
of our association wemight do something. 
But they didn’t and they’re out, and now 
they’re sending men along the road to pull 
out every switchman. I tell them they won't 
+ succeed, I think the switchmen have enough 
troubles without looking into the yardmas- 
ter’s business. 

John A. Hall, grand organizer of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association, next 
took a hand in the discussion. 

On the Chicago and Alton,“ he said, we 
could not do anything without the help of the 
other branches of the service. The switch- 
men’s organization is no good. If switchmen 
refuse to go into the Stock-Yards they will 
place other men there and you will ere 
a general strike. Such a strike will come up 
in violation of the laws of the federation and 
we cannot get the support of the firemen, 
brakemen, and conductors. Then we'd get 
beaten, organized labor would be crushed, and 
that is just what the railroads want.” 

Will Settle It Themselves, 

W. L. Stahl of the committee created so 
much excitement by referring to some old 
sores that he was compelled to stop. 

Chairman Hayes of the Stock-Yards com- 
mittee said that his committee had been in- 
sulted, and that if there were any switchmen 
present who wanted to go to the yards and 
handle dead freight they could do so. 

Finally John Reed of the Stock-Yards com- 
mittee made the request that the meeting take 
no action, but that the Stock-Yards switch- 
men be allowed to settle the trouble them- 
selves. He stated that his committee would 
agree to meet the Grievance Committee 
today and explain the way they expected to 
reach a settlement. A motion was made that 
this request be granted, and on being put was 
unanimously carried. 

According to this decision, no action to the 
contrary having been taken, the . switchmen

BIG THREE-CORNERED FIGHT. 


The Trouble Now Between the Stock- Yards, 
the Railroads, and the Packers. 

At the Stock-Yards yesterday a little more 
switching was done than the day before. It 
was a day of suspense, the railroads failing to 
make the concerted move expected owing to 
complications on their side,and the strikers 
holding off to await the result of the big meet- 
ing of all the Chicago switchmen. 

The day was given up to an exceedingly 
interesting triangular fight between the Union 
Stock-Yard company, the packers, and the 
different railroad managers. So warm has 
this battle become and so earnest are the par- 
ticipants that the strikers dropped entirely 
from view yesterday and became merely dis- 
interested observers. 

Though switch-engines were comparatively 
plentiful the packers were cautious and did 
not resume the slaughtering of beef as gen- 
erally as was expected. The railroads did not 
give the packers their hearty support, for they 
feared precipitating a general strike. They, 
too, were cautious, and sent few engines to do 
the Stock-Yards work. Generally the men on 
the engines refused to work, and in conse- 
quence the officials did the work themselves. 
The Lake Shore road did heroic service, giving 
the packers a great deal of assistance. Its 
men did not refuse to handle the cars, and 
under the management of Superintendent 
Amsden rendered excellent service. The other 
roads had two or three engines apiece in the 
yards, but the Lake Shore had seven. 

Awaiting the End of the Fight. 

Both the packers and the railroads are wait- 
ing to see the result of the triangular fight 
mentioned. This is why the railroads did not 
furnish the packers with all the help they 
needed, and this is also why the packers made 
but a partial resumption of beef killing. 
Armour put all his men to work yesterday, 
but Swift took back only afew, and Morris 
did no beef slaughtering at all. Tomorrow or 
today all the slaughtering will probably be re- 
sumed, 

The fight between the packers, Stock-Yard

[Applause 
on Republican side.] . 

The journal was then approved—yeas, 109; 
nays, 58. 

McAdoo replied to Cannon in a two-minute 
speech of great severity and the subject was 
dropped. The filibustering was resumed and 
continued until adjournment, leaving the bill 
just where it was last Saturday—the unfinished 
business, with the question still pending upon 
the passage of the bill The House took no 
notice of the “scrap” between Wilson and 
Beckwith, and before it adjourned Wilson ap- 
proached Beckwith, extended his hand, and 
their quarrel was mended, With effusive hand- 
shaking, smiles, and bowing. 

Absentees Must Get Back. 

All leaves of absence having been revoked 
by order of the House today the wires are be- 
ing kept hot tonight by telegrams to the ab- 
sentees to be in place tomorrow. The Demo- 
crats are charmed with Mason, the mass of 
them admitting that he is the only efficient 
leader they have had in this Congress. Mason 
has not a doubt that he can protract the strug- 
gle indefinitely if the Democrats carry out 
his directions, but some of them fail to go out 
at the right time to keep up the seesawing 
game on the quorum, Of the latter he says:

Managers of the Principal Play-Houses 
Point Out the Superior Fire-Proof Quali- 
ties of Their Buildings—Only One Thea- 
ter Obeys the Ordinances—Criticisms on 
the Handling of Theater Fires by the 
Department—Lessons from the McVicker 

The recent fire in MeVicker’s Theater calls 
attention to the fact that although Sec. 1,131 
of the building ordinances requires the owner, 
agent, lessee, or occupant of a theater with 
accommodations for 1,000 or more persons to 
employ one or more competent firemen, ap- 
proved by the Fire Marshal, under his orders, 
and uniformed as a fireman, only one theater 
in town complies with the ordinance, and that 
is Havlin's. 

It was also the custom for many years for 
the Building Committee of the Council, the 
Fire Marshal, and the Inspectors of Buildings 
in whose districts the theaters are to make an 
annual tour of inspection, but that practice 
has fallen into disuse. he 

don't think the houses have been so in- 
spected for the last two years,“ said Inspector 

John Agnew yesterday. “I have been look- 

ing over the theaters the last two weeks and I 

don’t think any of them ars dangerous. The 

only thing that ought to be looked after a 

little more carefully is the storing of ashes. 

They keep them for awhile so as to make the 

hauling cheaper, but ashes ought to be re-

“It is absolutely fire-proof. The stage and 
scenery can’t be made so, but we store our 
scenery away from the théater, and if by any 
chance the stage should catch fire, the house 
could be cleared in three and one half min- 
utes without haste.” There are the usual ap- 
pliances of standpipes, hose, and extinguish- 
ers back of the proscenium wall, which is 26 
inches thick, The dressing-rooms are all of 
tile and iron, the only wood about them be- 
ing the doors, a narrow platform, and the 
frames of the looking-glasses. 

The Grand Opera-House has five exits for 
the gallery, one a perfectly straight staircase, 
six exits for the balcony, and five for 
the ground floor. There are no gas- 
lights about the place and no fires 
under the building. Two more aisles were 
made this summer at a cost of thirty $1.50 
seats, and there isn’t a camp-chair about the 
place. 

Never Been a Fatal Theater Fire. 


“There has never been a theater fire in Chi- 
cago that has caused loss of life, said Harry 
Hamlin, “‘and if our stage should catch fire 
the people could sit still four rows back and 
watch it burn with perfect safety to them- 
selves. All the draft would be taken through 
the ventilator, like an old-fashioned Dutch 
oven. There need never be any anxiety about 
fire in theaters on the ground floor. The au- 


could hurt them, It’s the panic that does the 
mischief. This house can be emptied in 
three minutes. It’s a good deal safer than 
most churches in that respect. 

At the Columbia there are two standpipes at 
the back, two in front, and one at each side of 
the proscenium arch which is eighteen inches 
thick. There are Babcock extinguishers ali 
around the house, fire buckets on all floors, 
a water barrel on each side of the stage and 
upper fly gallery and in the rigging loft. There 
is an automatic extinguisher with fumble plugs 
eight feet apart connecting with a tank 
on the top of the house coritaining 6,500 gal- 
lons of water. The least fire would flood the 
place. There are five exits to the gallery, one 
being out through the roof on to the next 
building. The balcony has five stair- 
ways, and the first floor beside 
the wide stage scenery and . baggage 
door has exits into the alley on the west side, 
near the boxes, exits into the saloon and the 
cigar store, and thé twenty-two-foot wide 
main entrance. The house could be cleared 
in three minutes. Four and one-half minutes

is also stored in this building, and the stage is 
shut off every way by iron doors. 

Safeguards of the Haymarket. 

The Haymarket Theater is practically open 
on three sides—Madison street, a court open- 
ing on Madison and Meridian streets, and 
Meridian street itself. A wagon can drive 
directly onto the stage from Meridian street. 
The boilers are not in the theater building, 
incandescent lights are used altogether; the | 
regulations regarding stand-pipes, hose, etc., 
are complied with, and more too. All the 
dressing-rooms open directly on fire-escapes, 
and there are three exits for the gallery, four 
for the top balcony, four for the first balcony, 
besides the regular exits, and five for the main 
floor. 

The new theater, The Alhambra, at State 
street and Archer avenue, for a small 
is well provided with exits, and there is a big 
door on eath side of the main floor besides 
the main entrance, Thereare two fire escape 
doors on each side of the first balcony, beside 
the regular exit, and three on each side for the 
gallery beside the exits. The proscenium arch 
is a twenty-two-inch wall and projects three 
feet above the roof. The plastering is 
all done on slotted  sheet-iron in- 
stead of lathing or wire netting, The 
lights are incandescent, gas being laid only in 
vase anything happens to the electric light, 
and the engines are in a building across the 
alley, back of the theater.

THE PROUD YARDMASTER. 

It appears from the statements of the strik- 
ing switchmen in the Alton yards that they 
do not object to the employment of Mr. 
Welch as yardmaster because he has been in 
the service of another road, or upon the grounds 
that the company has not the right to employ 
whom it pléases, but because Mr. Welch is 
“too proud. Hence to the possible list of 


grievances which are sufficient warrant for a 
strike among workingmen we are to include 
the personal pride of thcir immediate supe- | 
riors. These latter in dress, address, and de- 
portment must not be specially superior to 
the former, else at any time the business pub- 
lic may cxpect organized interference with its 
affairs, and railroad corporations, which are 
responsible for proud bosses, the tie-up of 


their departments, or of that special depart- 


ment which has a proud man at its head. 


It is to be regretted that the switchmen in 


this case have not specified the characteristics 
and manifestations of Mr: Welch's pride, so 


that other roads may take warning and not 


| employ proud men to manage their dopart- 


ments. What do they consider as pride? Does 
he dress better than the switchmen? Is he 
cleaner? Does he carry himself with a haugh- 
ty mien and martial bearing? Does he wear 
a boiled shirt and a plug-hat and display them 
in an arrogant style? Does he give his orders 
in a top-lofty manner? Or is it because he 
is not sufficiently familiar with them that the 
switchmen object to him? They should pre- 
sent an itemized statement of the yard- 


‘master’s pride, so that this corporation may 


know how to take him down, and others may 
scrutinize their yardmasters and local bosses 
with the view of correcting them and develop- 
ing that degree of intimacy and familiarity 
with those under them which is so conducive 
to the maintenance of discipline and corps 
d’esprit in the service. 

The causes of Mr. Welch’s pride should be 
canvassed also, and the switchmen themselves 
should have made the investigation before 
they decided to strike. Perhaps Mr. Welch’s 
pride is justifiable, and then again perhaps he 
can’t help being proud. It is not every man 
who can be a yardmaster. Welch may have 
been as meek andlowly as any one of these 
strikersprior to his elevation. If he has found 
it hard to keep down his pride since he became 


| yardmaster it is his misfortune, not his fault. 


How would it be with any one of these switch- 
menif he were promotedto a yardmaster- 
ship? Would he preserve the humility of the 
awitchman? Would he not grow a little 
superior to his comrades and expect thém to 
show him some deference? And would he not 
raise Cain if they failed to do it? We fear he 
would. How do they know but that he is 
proud of them? There are numerous causes 
of pride, even in the breast of a yardmaster, 
He may be proud of his company, of his yard, 
of his trains, of his men, of his wife, of his 
office, even of his boots. He may have striven 
to keep down his pride and found it to be 
impossible, for what temptations to be su- 
perior press upon such a man no one but a 
yardmaster can tell. It would have been 
better for the switchmen to have borne with 
Mr. Welch’s pride than to quit work and run 
the risk of losing their places. If Mr. Welch 
were cross-questioned he probably could as- 
sign satisfactory reasons for his pride, or he 
might show that he can’t help it, pride being 
one of the penalties of yardmastership. In 
any event it is to be hoped the executive 
boards and supreme councils and brotherhood 
managers will not indorse pride as sufficient 
cause for a strike. It will be a sorry day for 
corporations, for business-men, for shop- 
keepers and housekeepers when pride goeth 
before a strike, and there is no way to avert 
it except by taking switchmen, baggage- 
smashers, clerks, porters, janitors, steve- 
dores, and servant-girls to the bosom as a 
sign that the employer is not proud. 


THE CHOLERA OUTBREAKS. 
The Canadian officials are taking time by 
the forelock and establishing quarantine sta- 
tions to check the advance of cholera, a visita- 
tion from which they expect next year. The 
peculiarity of the outbreaks this summer is 
such as warrants not only the Canadians but 
the authorities of the United States iu setting 
their houses in order to resist the scourge. 


‘There have been three distinct outbreaks of 


the epidemic this season, one in Spain, one in 
Asia Minor, and onein Japan. The Spanish 
cholera was not imported, but was caused, 
according to the London Speaker, by excava- 
tions which disturbed the remains of the epi- 
demic of 1885, just as the latter was caused by 
the excavation of thirty-year-old remains at 
Toulon. The disease spread slowly at first, 
but in a few weeks there were hundreds of 
cases, and it rapidly spread from Valencia to 
Alicante, Badajos, Toledo, and Madrid, and 
thus far about 2,000 have fallen victims to its 
ravages. 

The Asia Minor epidemic was brought to 
Mecea by pilgrims and there it has raged all 
summer, with an average daily mortality of 
100, besides spreading thence northward along 
the shore of the Red Sea through Asia Minor 
into Egypt, ahd making its way even to Tur- 
key and Southeastern Russia, where it grimly 
threatens Europe. Including Persia, where 
the disease originated, the fatality in Western 
Asia within the short period of four months 
will reach over 20,000. 

The third outbreak was in Japan, Nagasaki 
being its center, though Yokohama, Tokio, 
and many small towns are infected, and cases 
have been found in Shanghai and other Chi- 
nese ports. The cholera began at two isolated 
places June 27 and spread with fearful rapid- 
ity, as the Government had no means of cop- 
ing with it, In the larger cities it has reached 


alarming proportions. To the 6th of August 
6,000 cases are reported and over 4,000 deaths. 
The latest steamer advices are to the effect 
that in spite of the efforts of the authorities to 
check its p 
rapid rate both in Japan and China. In the 
former it is accompanied by a rice famine 
which has left the country in a most deplora- 
ble condition, while in the latter the annual 
overflow of the Yellow River is adding the 
deaths of thousands by drownimg to the sad 
list and preparing the way for still further in- 
crease of the epidemic itself. .

It would 
get in exchange a patch of land from Park 
row to Twenty-second street, intersected by 
the Sixteenth street tracks of the road, to be 
used for park purposes. Were the city a pri- 
vate individual and the railroad wanted these 
northern blocks it would offer the owner—not 
these protestations of friendship and “ cor- 
diality“ and some comparatively valueless 
land, but that land and at least twenty mill- 
ions to boot—and the owner would make a 
bad bargain if he accepted. 

By the original proposition the three blocks 
between Randolph and Monroe were to be 
used forever for park purposes. By the new 
one “ they are to be left to such disposition as 
the City Council should be authorized and 
might think proper to make of them.“ Were 
the Illinois Central to be given what it asks 
now these three valuable blocks would be sur- 
rounded on every side but one by railroad 
property and would inevitably fall into the 
Central’s clutches whenever the Council could 
be induced to trade them off for some waste 
land which the railroad had no further use 
for. 

Then the Illinois Central would have about 
éverything from the river to Adams street, 
would have terminal facilities su- 
perior to those of any road in the world, 
acquired for a song, but worth 
untold millions and not paying to the 
city a cent of taxes, while if the city were to 
rent out for business purposes the blocks north 
of Adams it would derive a princely revenue 
from them and the taxes on the buildings and 
their contents. , 

If the directors were unwise enough to look 
with approval on this audacious offer of the 
company to settle a lawsuit which it is sure to 
lose by absorbing a good part of the property 
involved they would find themselves disowned 
at once by the people and the Legislature. 
They would find that they had wasted time 
and hurt their own credit. They would be 
stopped instantly by legal proceedings. Un- 
der the pretense of compromising the city is 
asked to surrender and it will not do it. It is 
better that the directors should take mo notice 
whatever of this proposition, which indeed is 
not made to them directly. Their own self- 
respect should prompt them to break off all 
relations with the Illinois Central and have 
nothing whatever to do with a road which, 
after it has been trying for years to 
browbeat and plunder the city, seems to think 
that a little soft soap about wishing to pro- 
mote the success of the Fair” and to ** culti- 
vate friendly relations with the people,” and 
being “ cordial,” will make intelligent men 
forget the railroad’s record during the last 
twenty years. 


THE NEXT LEGISLATURE. 

It is a matter of the utmost consequence 
that the men sent to the next General Assem- 
bly from this county, Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats alike, shall be the best whom it is possi- 
ble to get to go there.

There is a more serious danger. It is in 
contemplation to use the old pipes of the Con- 
sumers’ company, it is said, for piping this 
natural gas in the old city. Have those who 
propose this looked over the list of casualties 
in Pittsburg where natural gas was forced 
through pipes laid for manufactured gas? 
There were deadly explosions every day. 
Scores were injured every week through explo- 
sions. The old pipes could not stand the 
pressure, hence the breaks and accidents. 
Will the authorities stand by while a syndic- 
ate of law-breakers propose to carry on unau- 
thorized operations to the peril of the people 
of this city?

Taz London Standard of Aug. 15 has a col- 
umn editorial on the harvest prospects in the 
United Kingdom, describing at some length 
the conditions which have been referred to in 
afew recently received: cable messages. It 
says that up to the middle of June farmers 
were generally expecting a harvest above the 
average. Then cgme nearly a month of al- 
most unbroken wet weather, utterly ruining a 
great deal of the hay, while the effect on the 
grain crops was “partially destructive.” 
Since the middle of last month a decided im- 
provement has occurred, though there were 
some thunder-storms and a few heavy showers. 
It is now evident that the damage occasioned 
by the heavy rains was not so great as feared, 
„and we are at length fairly entitled to dis- 
miss all apprehensions of what would undoubt- 
edly have been a great national calamity.” 
It was believed at the time of writing that the 
wheat crop would not fall much below the aver- 
age, while barley and oats promised even bet- 
ter. Potatoes and other vegetables varied 
greatly in quality, beans being the crop of 
the year. “Potatoes, unhappily, threaten 
to be a partial failure. They are more 
extensively diseased than for some years and 
their percentage is discouraging. This, in- 
deed, is the worst feature in the whole agri- 
cultural picture, and the disease has appeared 
in Ireland as well as in England.“ The infor- 
mation in regard to wheat agrees with recent 
cable estimates that the crop of this year will 
be at least 10 per cent less than the 74,000,000 
bushel average of the last preceding five har- 
vests, and renders it difficult to understand 
on what authority the Vienna congress report 
can assign a full average yield for the United 
Kingdom. The comparison tends to cast dis- 
credit on the whole document as one got up in 
the interest of the milling fraternity, which is 
interested in keeping down the price of wheat 
to the lowest possible point, at least till they 
have obtained a sufficiency of supplies to last 
them through a large part of the cereal year.

It is greatly for the interests of the country 
that copper should be cheap. The rapid 
growth of all branches of the electrical busi- 
ness, in telegraphs, telephones, electric light- 
ing, etc., has added immensely to the demand 
for copper, and whatever keeps it dear will 
hurt these great industries which, directly and 
indirectly, give employment to so many tens 
of thousands of men, The electricians of the 
country, who at their recent National conven- 
tion were complaining of the present duty on 
copper, should use what influence they have 
to make the Senate adhere to its amendment. 


Tux agricultural experiment station at the 
University of Illinois has recently undertaken 
a series of milk tests which show a wide varia- 
tion in quality, though the submitted sam- 
ples were pure. The percentage of butter fat 
varied all the way from six to two and three- 
tenths, the best being woyth fully two and 4 
half times the poorest for purposes of butter- 
making. The fact of such a difference once 
established the dairymen will quickly avail 
themselves of the facilities for makmg the re- 
quired tests, and no longer pay the farmer so 
much per gallon for milk, irrespective 
of its quality. The latter will er- 
perience more trouble. It will be com- 
paratively difficult for him to intro- 
duce and use properly the required test, es- 
pecially as the best processes appear to be 
patented, and the farmer has a well-grounded 
horror of patents. But he ultimately will see 
it to be his interest to ascertain the qual- 


ity of milk. before offering it for sale, 


and the necessary consequence of this 
will be a weeding out of poor stock as not 
worth the trouble of feeding and milking. 
The giver of poor milk will then be sent to the 
butcher, and the real butter-making animal 
be cultivated in a double sense as much more 
valuable than formerly supposed. This is one 
of the many desirable improvements in 
method for farmers.

Confident That the Fire in McVicker’s 
Theater Was of Incendiary Origin but 
Unable as Yet to Locate the Guilty Per- 
son—A Thorough Investigation to Be 
Commenced Today—Mr. McVicker Pre- 
paring to Begin the Work of Rebuild- 
ing at Once. 

Fire-Inspector Shay said last evening that 
he was determined to learn the cause of the 
fire at Movicker's Theater, if possible, and 
this afternoon he will examine, under oath, 
several witnesses who are supposed to know 
something about the interior of the structure, 
and the location of any pile of rubbish, if 
there was any in the building. 

Watchman Le Peer, Frank Gonnar, the 
electrician at the theater and the man who 
had charge of the gas meters, and P. Phillipi, 
an assistant manager at the American Dis- 
trict Telegraph office have been served with 
subpoenas, and Inspector Shay will require 
them to tell all they know about the affair. 

The Inspector was rather reticent about ex- 
pressing his views in regard to the case, but 
said he expected within a few days to be able 
to tell just how the blaze started. 

“T cannot understand how a fire could 
break out in a pile of rags when there was 
none there to burn. That is, no rags were 
there so far as I could fram Horace Mc-
